TAXES. 

The Government orgiins contain, ad- 
vertisements that announce tlio .sale by 
auction of about IGO prf;-cm])tions and 
freeholds in New Westminster District 
for non-piiynient of tiixea. To the ad- 
vertisements is appended a notice tliat 
to preserve tiie laud from forfeiture the 
'amounts set eppoaito the name of each 
delinquent roust bo paid with " interest 
that may be duo, together with charges 
and coats." Intercut is calculated at the 
rate of 18 per cent, per annum, and 
the cost of advertising, wo are told, is 
75 cents per lot 1 This harsh treatment 
of settlers by a Qoyernmenfc that a few 
years ago placartled tho railway sta- 
tions and mining camps throughout 
California with flaming posters which 
tendered a free grant of 250 acres of 
land to each actual settler, is inconsis- 
tent as "well as heartless. Thero is 
reason to believe that , the imposition of 
the usurious rate of interest is uncon- 
stitutional. The Ottawa Government 
have already sot aside three Acts of 
this Governiucni; and for some time 
the clerks at the Treasury have been 
engaged in refunding tho Chinese tax 
collected under tho Act of 1878 and in 
paying damages for tho illegal soizui-e 
of goods under that Act. Arc not tho 
Government, by their refusal to consult 
competent legal authority as to the 
constitutionality of their Ivoal Estate 
Tax Act, piling up a mountain of costs 
and expenses that will some day crush 
the Province beneath its -weight 1 Sup- 
pose that some day a settlor whose land 
shall havo been sold for taxes, interest 
and excessive advertising charges, 
should carry thcmattorintothc Sujiromo 
Court, and that tho Act under which 
the sale took place should be declared 
unconstitutional, has any one reflected 
upon tho tremendous responsibilities 
that would have lo be faced by the 
country] One decision adverse to the 
power of tho Governuient to dispose of 
land would affect every ta.v sale that 
had taken place in tho Province. Every 
man whoso land had been sold could 
demand its return with damages for 
dispossession, and those who had 
bought could claim damages for any 
expenses they might havo boon put to 
through the action of tho Goverumont. 
In Quebec, quite recently, tho power 
of the Government to impose an illegal 
TOte of interest on overdue taxes has 
been successfully challenged ; and what 
is to prevent a similar disastrous result 
here some day 1 The Government owe 
it to themselves and the country to 
have a test case tried before tho Supremo 
Court as speedily as possible. 



A FORCIBLE LETTER. 

Jlr. WiLi,iA>r Wilson, ]M. P. P. for 
this city, has a telling letter in the Tor- 
onto il/«!7 of the Lith inst. The letter 
is intended as a reply to an article in 
the Toronto Globe which claimed that 
tho IMaodonald Government, after re- 
scinding the order of the AIackkkzik 
Government that made Burrard Inlot 
tho Pacific terminus of the Canadian 
railway, were compellod to return to 
tho order and policy of their predeces- 
sors. Mr. Wilson handles his subject 
in a masterly manner and cites from 
Mr. Fleming's and Mr. Smith's .reports 
quotations which show that tho Mac- 
DONALD Government were right in re- 
garding the selection of Burrard Inlet 
by Sir. Macke.vzu: as " premature." 
The writer produces figures which de- 
monstrate that the figures in the Globe 
respecting the cost of a railway by Bute 
Inlet to Esquimau are entirely errone- 
ous if not purposely stretched. The 
letter and figures of Mr. Wilson will 
dojgood. They cannot, of course, have 
any ofTcct in changing the route. That 
would be undesirable, because delay 
would be involved; but they will direct 
attention to the necessity and import- 
ance of our Island line, tho advantages 
of which, we fear, have not been clearly 
brought to tho notice of the Dominion 
Government by the local magnateg.

A OhiloaA Arm7 Invades Fdrvi— Firm 
^^i^ &eslstaaeo of the FemTian Troops— 
Prol}al9le SCoremonts. 

ISpedal Disputdi to the Oii-i'oiiia;i.| 

Is'ew York, Nov. 27. — A Lima letter 
says that at last the long* heralded do- 
scent of Chileans on tho Peruvian coast 
has been attempted and was made on 
Sunday morning, the 22d inst. Si.x- 
teoi! of the enemy '.s ve.ssel.s, transports 
and men of war, appeared pf Pisagiin, 
and without los.s of time directed their 
cour.se towards the shproc- Pisagua was 
defended by a detachment of 900 Bo- 
livian troops under the chief command 
of Colonel Grainor, but it appears that 
Gon. Buendi, in charge of the defenses 
and army of Taracapaca, was likewise 
in place at tho time. Two parrot rifles, 
100-pounders, were mounted on a blufl" 
overlooking tho town, but it is assert- 
ed that they were without adequate 
shelter. The fight was heavy and loss 
of life gi'cat. The shore batteries made 
a gallant resistance, but Pisagua was 
captured, and Buendi retired towards 
San Bordeno, a short two leagues from 
the scoiio of battle. A battle on laiul 
must soon take place. Telegrams just 
received announce that Buendi has 
fallen back to Penagrandc, on the 
thirty-four mile stretch between the 
inland terminus of the Pisagua and 
Iquiquo railroad, and had been joined 
by his reinforcements, nmking in all 
aloout 90,000 men. Fears are ontor- 
taincd of tho destruction of Iquiquo by 
the united Chilean naval force. The 
town ia only guarded by national 
guards, as all tho rcgulnr.s have gone 
to Euendi's support. Lima has been 
declared under martial law. 

Paris, Nov. 2L — A telegi'am here 
announces that a battle has taken place 
at Iquique between the allied and 
Chilean armies and that tho former was 
dofcatcd. The Peruvian corvette 
Pilcouiayo has been captured by the 
Chileans. 

London-, Nov. 24. — Telegrams from 
Valparaiso confirm reports that a de- 
cisive victory has been gained by 
Chileans near Iquiquo. Tho defeat of 
the allied forces is described as crush- 
ing- .

New York, Nov. 25. — One of the 
largest fires for some time past in this 
city took place this morning. The firo 
was discovered in tho stables of the 
Eighth avenue horso car railroad, and 
notwithstanding that within five min- 
utes after the discovery fully forty 
streams of water were turned upon the 
blazing building it was only when there 
was nothing further for the flames to 
feed upon that the firemen obtained 
the mastery. The stables were in a 
four-story brick building fronting on 
Eighth avenue • and - 49th- and 50th 
streets. Almost before a movement 
to save stock in the stables could be 
made the flames burst simultaneously 
from tho windows on tho OOth stroot 
and tOth street sides. Horses stalled 
on the upper floors were untied and 
run down the incline piano to the 
ground. There were nearly 800, and 
the Y.ork of getting them out was one 
of groat difficulty and danger. Blinded 
by smoke and frightened by flames 
they kicked and rwirod, and over one 
hundred hud to bo abandoned to de- 
struction. Their piteous whinnying 
could be heard above the roar of the 
flumea Tho three upper flooi's were 
one vast sheet of fire. Two brick build- 
ings, one a liquor store and the other a 
restaurant, cut into the stable build- 
ing on tho corner, were Raved, In the 
stables an immenRC quantity of hay 
in bales was stored. AVhen these 
caught on fire the sudden bursting of 
tho bar.s that bound the bales, caused 
an explosion that shattered the side of 
the building and threw tho brick wall 
into tho street. It fell with crushing 
force upon a ladder on which were Chief 
Campbell, Foreman John Welsh, and 
firemen Ilenrv C. Mount and John li. 
Egan. Each and all were buried be- 
neath the smoking mass, and a shout 
of horror went up from tho spectators. 
Their comrades instantly fell to tho 
work of rescue, and soon all wore re- 
covered, bruised, Ijlecding and insen- 
sible. Mount had his skull and log 
fractured, and was also injured inter- 
nally, lie died an hour afterwards in 
the hospital. Egan had a leg broken 
and was badly cut. Chief Campbell 
and Foreman Welsh were painfully 
but not seriously hurt, and remained 
on duty. The loss is estimated at about 
,?2oO,000: insurance .$270,000.

Tho suit was brought under the "Bills 
of E.xchnngo Act, 1855," by tho endorsee 
of promissory notes, and leave to ap- 
pear had been granted '>apon an affidavit 
stating in effect that the doforidant had a 
claim for damages against tho payeo of 
tho notes etiunl to tho amounts duo thero- 
undor, and that tho plaintift" was a holder 
without value to whom the notes liad 
baon endorsed after uuiturity for tho pur- 
pose of avoiding defendant's set-off for 
damages. ■■ 

It was urged by tlio [ilaintifTs counsel 
that claims arising between tho parties 
out of aillatoral matters could not bo 
pleaded as against the endorsee of an 
ovorduo note, and that in any case the 
set-oti' did not attach, being for unliqui- 
dated damages. 

Tho Chief Justice called attention to 
the form of tho promissory notes, which 
expressed to bo paj-ablo to tlio order of 
tho stoamor Cassiar and to bo ondor.sed 
by "V. G. Brodie" as iiurser. 

Tho Court considered that the descrip- 
tion of the payee was suthciont in itself 
to impeach the validity of tho instruments 
sued upon as promissory notes and that 
consequently, apart from tho grounds 
urged before Jlr. Justice Crease, leave to 
appear ought to be granted. Tho appli- 
cation was therefore refused. 



Throug'lx Sail? Mall. 

The Victorians are again crying out for 
a daily mail service to and from thoSound. 
At present their foreign mails cost them 
over §(iO,000 a year, and consist of a ser- 
vice tliroe times a month from Sau Fran- 
cisco and one of twice a week from the 
Sound. For instance, steamers are now 
running over the route from San Fran- 
ci.sco without a .subsidy, and it is thougl-.t 
.'fi^OOO a uioiitli will pay them handsomely 
for tlio tvanspovtatiou of tho mails A 
similar sum will secure daily service 
across the Straits of Fnca. Tho two to- 
gether will cost but ?18,000 per annum, 
or fourteen or sixteen thousand dollars 
less than the insufUciont service at pre- 
sent existing.

EUROPE. 

BuuLiN, Nov. 24. — It is no longer a 
secret hero that Bussian foreign affairs 
are about to be taken out of Gortscha- 
koffs hands and entrusted to Prince 
Wullujed' with tiio title for the present 
of vice clianccUor. Wallujoffis beliov- 
cd to be a friend of Germany and to be 
pacifically inclined 

MANonESTER, Nov. 24. — The Lon- 
don correspondent o£ tho Guardian say.s 
that Bcnconsficld on Saturday last re- 
quested tlic attendance at hi.s oflicial 
residence of a very active and promin- 
ent member of tho home rule party, 
with whom liG convor.sod a long time 
about tho petition of Irish lUGinbers of 
parliament praying that tlie govern- 
ment relieve the prevailing distress in 
many parts of Ireland, the greatest of 
which results from scarcity of fuel. 
Lord IBcacon.sficld declared that tho 
government was favorably dispcsed to 
the prayer of the nieniorialist, and they 
contemplate sending largo quainties of 
coal to ports near the distressed dis- 
tricts, to be dismittees at cost prices. 

Dublin, Nov. 24. — The pastoral of 
Arch-biaho]) McCabe was read in all 
the Catholic churche.s yesterday declar- 
ing that all must; take part in bearing 
the burden of bad harvests in Ireland. 
But they must take care not to drive 
God from their .side by violation of his 
law. The pastoral always says: "Un- 
fortunately, men who claim to be in 
sympathy with tho people, aro des- 
seminating doctrines which, if pushed 
to thoir logical conclusion, strike at 
tho root of God, faith and mutual con- 
fidence." 

Sugg, Nov. 24. — Davitfc, Daly and 
Killin, arrested last week and lodged 
in jail here wero charged before magis- 
trates with sedition. Monroe, queen's 
counsel and crown law adviser, con- 
ducted tho prosecution. Tho inquiry 
will be very protracted Parnoll and a 
number of priests were in Court. 
Tiicre was no demonstration. The 
prisoncr.s were brought into court un- 
der heavy escort. There is a great 
crowd in Sligo, and extr.i policemen 
have been drafted. A land meeting 
was held to-day at Aghadourr near 
Castle Bar, county of Mayo, 10,000 
being present. Monroe,jin opening tho 
the case for the prosecution, pointed 
out that sedition meant not only open 
violence but anything calculated to in- 
cur disaffection or to set one class 
against another. Ho then proceeded 
to call evidence. Areg, solicitor of 
Belfast, himself at one time a political 
prisonor, defended EHUin. The prison^ 
ers all looked well and «hattercid iia> 
concernedly. 



A number of police were examined to 
prove tho general character of tho 
Guerten meeting and incondiaiy words 
on which indictments against tlie pris- 
oners are founded. In consequence of 
the magistrates leaving the bench dur- 
ing a short pauso caused by indisposi- 
tion of a witness, Louden applied for 
the release of the iirisoncrs as the 
luagi.strates left the bench without 
adjourning the court or remanding the 
prisoners.

MADiiiD, ' Nov. '24. -^ Tho Arch- 
Duche.ss Mario Chris' iiie and her 
mother arrived at the northern railway 
station at 8 o'clock this morning. They 
were received by King Alfonso, the 
royal princess, ministers and military 
and civil authorities, and proceeded im- 
mediately to tho royal residence at 
Pardo, the king returning to the palace 
in iMadrid. 

Sligo, Nov. 25. — The court to-day 
was again crowded with spectators. 
Killen and Davitt appeared cheerful 
and fearless. Monroe, queou'a counsel, 
said that if ho could prove tho uttor- 
anco of Davitt's alleged words, that tho 
"manhood of Irclantl should aiiring to 
its feet and say it would tolerate land- 
lords and landlordism no longer," the 
magistrates would bo bound to commit 
him. Folios evidence, was called, to 
prove thoir utterance. Davitt, '^who 
had been occupied all morning prepar- 
ing a written defence, before commenc- 
ing to deliver it jirotested against Mon- 
roe's remark that lie had already ex- 
perienced tho clemency of tho crown, 
and declared that ho was innocent of 
the charge of wiiich ho was convicted in 
1870. Daily, since his release from 
jail, complains of ills treatment while 
in pri.son. Monroe, in the course of his 
remarks, said that Davitt is probably 
tho most dangerous of Irish agitators, 
and especially pointed to his language 
comparing tho Zulu assigai to the Irish 
pike. Davitt then began tho cross- 
examination of witnesses. 

There is some fear of a riot as muni- 
cipal elections aro being held and the 
mayor is very unpopular. One hun- 
dred and twenty soldiers aro under 
arms in tho barracks and 100 additional 
police aro in readiness. All tho west- 
ern districts are strongly garnsoned. 

Madrid, Nov. 25. — When tho ex- 
Empress Eugenie arrived horo, her 
mother, the Countess de Montijo, whose 
sickness occasioned her visit, was al- 
ready dead. King Alfonso, who wa« 
awaiting Eugenie at the station, com- 
municated the news of her mother's 
death. Eugenie wished to go to her 
mother's icsitlence, but was prevailed 
upon to go to tho Alba palace, where 
many thousand visitors called and in- 
scribed thoir names. 

London, IJov. 25. — k telegram says 
that tho Italian iron-clad Varise has 
grounded and is in a difficult ])osition. 

The iron masters of Lanarkshire and 
Ayr.shire yesterday decided to rescind 
the last advances of G per cent, in the 
wages of their employes. Copies of the 
reports of U. S, consuls in Europe on 
tho ra te of wages paid to and tho eost 
of living of working classes in Europe 
have been distributed by the foreign 
office to the chief chambers of com- 
merce in England at the request of the 
trades union congress. The British 
foreign parliamentary committee, Salis- 
bury secretary, has instructed Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton, British minister at 
Washington, to obtain a few more cop- 
ies for tTio use of trades unions. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Euancihco, JSov. lb. — A maiy 
named Rosenzweig committed suicide 
I)robably by poisoning, at thf Mermaid 
Baths, at North Beach, !'.is afternoon. 
He obtained a room and bathing clotli- 
ing, and wont into the water for a few 
minutes. Mr. Mohair, tbe pro]irietor, 
saw his body floating in tho water. It 
was immediately taken out and every 
eflbrt at resuscitation made. A strong 
smell of laudanum came from tho nos- 
trils, and it is supposed that he had 
taken the drug. In his pocket was 
found letters from several stock brok- 
ers, calling upon him for more "mud" 
by to-morrow at 1 1 o'clock. Ho was a 
boot and shoe dealer on Dupont street. 

Yesterday's sensation on Pine street 
was a story told by one ITccflicli or 
Horseflesh from Virginia, Nevada, that 
John W. i\Iackey oflercd Col. Deane 
half a million dollars to uncover the 
three suposititious bonanzas, and that 
Deane had consented to make tho effort 
if Mackey reduced his offer to writing. 
lOeane and Con O'Connor, James C. 
Flood's agent, were both interviewed 
last night and denied tho story in toto. 
It has since been found out that the 
funny man from Virginia is by jirofes- 
sion a practical joker, and the whole 
thing an invention of his own. 

The huge steam ferry boat Solano, 
designed for service between Bonicia 
and Martinez on the litio of the now 
route from San Francisco to Sacramen- 
to, went up to Benicia to-daj', having 
on board a large party of railroad peo- 
ple and others. The trial trip was a 
complete success.

In localities where the 
influence of public schools is thought 
to bo particularly injurious to Catholic 
youth, priests are instructed to with- 
draw children at once, oven if there be 
no parochial schools in tho vicinity, 

Virginia, Cass county. Ills., Nov, 
2:. — One of tho most unprovoked and 
cold-blooded murders ever chronicled, 
was committed on Saturday at a farm 
some ton miles north of this place. Tho 
victims, two Gorman brothers, named 
Eichnaud, wero husking corn, when 
John N. and Robert Taylor, also bro- 
tlier.s, came along on horseback, dis- 
mounted and saying thoy wero now go- 
ing to settle a feud which had existed 
between tho families, immediately be- 
gan stabbing ono brother, who fell with 
a knife thrust through the luugs. They 
turned -upon the other brother, who, 
being .unarmed, attempted to escape. 
Thoy caught him and plunging a knife 
i.ito liis neck, severed the jugular vein. 
One brother died soon after and the 
other was dying last night. Tho mur- 
derers escaped and officers are in pur- 
suit.

MEXICO. 
By the steamer Newborn from 
Mazatlan news of tho impending re- 
volution in Mexico has been received 
at San Francisco. General Jesus 
Ramirez has pronounced, and some of 
his forces have been at Rosaria Con- 
cordia Copala, about GO miles from 
Mazatlan, near tho lino of Topic and 
Sinaloa. Another small force has pro- 
nounced at Cosala in tho state of Sina- 
loa. At La Paz the insurgents have 
also pronounced. About 250 men took 
possession of the town aud after getting 
possession of all the arms left for the 
interior. 

ARIZONA. 
Prescott, Nov. 25.--Two stage rob- 
bers, Thomas Francis and Dave Wil- 
cox, who stopped a stage near Skull 
valley last Wednesday night, wero cap- 
tured in Thompson valley yesterday. 
Francis was killed in makiny the arrest. 

AUSTBAUA. 

London, Nov. 24. — ^The agent gen- 
eral for South Australia has a telegram 
from Coby dated tho 21st inst. which 
says that reaping has commenced in 
northern districts. It is estimated that 
there will be 375,000 tons of wheat 
for export. 

NEVADA. 
Eureka, Nov. 22. — A most sanguin- 
ary combat occourred about thirty-five 
miles from this place between a man 
named John Chamberlain and Robert 
Brown. It seems that Chamberlain 
was in possession of a wood ranch 
which Brown wished to get. Brown, 
accompanied by two friends, and all 
armed with repeating rifles, made an 
attack upon him. Chamberlain was 
shot through the thigh aud had his leg 
broken by the first discharge of his as- 
sailants. * But he continued tho fight 
on his knees, having about him a six- 
sliooter and two shotguns. He suc- 
ceeded in killing Brown, and at the 
moment his ball took effect, fell to the 
gro'.nid dead, himself.

Toronto, Nov. 14. — Le Canada pub- 
lishos statistics which show that in the 
counties of Pontiac, Carleton, Russell, 
and Ottawa city there are 90,345 Ro- 
man Catholics, of which 51,495 aro 
French-speaking, and 36,185 English- 
speaking.

Wood Huntington, son of tho Hon. L. 
S. Huntington, died early this morn- 
ing. Tho favorable .symptoms noticed 
last night were of short duration, and 
tho fever took a bad turn. Although 
quite young, he had graduated at Mc- 
Gill College, and had been admitted to 
practice at the bar, but gave up law 
for journalism, for which ho had much 
liking. At the time of his death he 
held a prominent position on tho edi- 
torial stofl'of tho Herald. He was per- 
sonally very ^popular with those with 
whom he camo in contact, and bade 
fair for a useful career. 

A French Canadian named P. J. E. 
Hensley, formerly of Montreal, was 
shot and killed in Chicago yesterday 
morning by a couple of burglars wiio 
had gained an entrance to his house.

Baltlmork, Nov. 2.1 — The British 
steamship Rathmore, Capt. Rowlcs, 
which sailed from this port Tuesday 
last with a large cargo including 296 
cattle for London, returned this morn- 
ing. First officer Mitchell reports 
that the ship passed out of the capes 
on Wednesday, when the weather was 
boisterous, but she beiiavod well until 
Thursday night. As SOOU as the gulf 
stream was reached a heavy chop sea 
was encountered, but tho ship kept on 
her course. On Thursday night at 
about 10 o'clock, while the first officer's 
watch was on deck, she was struck by 
a sea which swept her forward deck 
away, carrying away the cattle pens 
and sweeping ten or twelve of the 
cattle overboard. First Officer Mitchell 
was thrown down and so injured that 
he had to be taken to his room. Boats- 
wain Thompson was then called to take 
the watch. He and Capt. Bowles, 
who had come on deck, were standing 
on tho bridge, when it was dis- 
covered that the trisail was adrift. 
Captain Bowles ordered Thomp- 
son to take men and secure it. 
The work required about half an hour, 
and when Thompson returned to his 
post on tho bridge he found tho dead 
body of Capt. Bowles. Tho gin block 
over the forw.^rd hatch had fallen on 
his head, and both flanges bad cracked 
through his skull to tho brain, killing 
him inBtaritly. A half an hour later, 
the ship became unmanageable, and 
broacheti to. For some time sho was 
buffetted by tho sea, and the cattle had 
become perfectly wild, Tho ship was, 
however, got on an oven keel again, 
and start^ on her return for this port. 
Her hull suffered no damage,' and the 
only injury sho sustained was the loss 
of ber fore-boom. Besides the cattle 
swept overboard a number were killed, 
tho whole loss amounting to about 90. 
Many woro crippled. The boatswain 
says that Captain Bowles, before he 
was killed, expressed the intention fo 
return to Baltimore, as the cattle piled 
with loose bales of hay were not tit to 
voyage across tho Atlantic at this sea- 
son of the year. ' •- ■ ■ .

A BYLAW 

To Beerulato tho Sanitary Condition of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Be it enacted by tlio Mayor and Coun- 
cil' of the Oorporation of tho Oity of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bu lawful to let or occu- 
py, or suffer to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments aro comijlied with, that ia to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
■ times at len.st 38-1 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying the same. 

("t^ Unless such room lias a window 
mado to open in a manner approved 
hy the Board of Health or Health 
Officer of tlio City. 

(c_) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room the use of a water closet, earth 
clc'sot or privy, furni-shtd with [iro- 
per doora or covering.^, to the satis- 
faction of the Ijoard of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to be occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of the Peace 
before whom he may be coiivicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
tho night, or the jirincipal part of tho 
night, shall bedeomed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictions against tho 
provisions of this .Bj-law relating to the 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three montlis (whether 
the persons so convicted wore or were not 
the same) any Justice of tho .Peace may 
direct the closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of the promises to which it belongs, for 
such time as ho may deem necessary, 01 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health OfEcer of the Oity permanently to 
.dose the same. 

5. Tliis Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."
